You 
have got yourself into this fix; you alone can get 
yourself out. When you start vigorously and con- 
tinue consistently then, and not until then, can God 
begin.”

When, then, one our Sisters, the recent meet- 
ing the A., declared, with seeming security 
her position, that our American texts are superior 
the European, rather dubious honor, some 
respects, was proclaimed for America. 


But, even so, what are the facts? Admitting that 
the material make-up our books unexcelled, 
and the number them endless chain, who 
that knows intimately but will disagree from the 
Sister? 

No, seems us, our text books language, 
literature, history, mathematics, science, religion are 
not, general, favorably compared with those 
France, Belgium, Holland, while not few 
the best texts these countries are adaptations 
from German sources. 


The European texts are more natural growth. 
The older nations being less impelled than 
set lightly aside tested traditional procedure, have 
perfected for their texts, through the years, sym- 
metry often lacking ours. Witness the exotic 
things that entered into our language texts, the me- 
diocre success attending their use, and the reaction 
against many them. Indeed, appears that 
are more concerned with texts than are Europ- 
eans, and the inference, while favorable our busi- 
ness acumen, scarcely educationally. 


HOLD FORUM FOOTBALL STATUS.— 
colleges and high schools, seeks enlightenment upon 
phases the situation from our college professors.

ass, for designed immobility and booting qualities. 

offer the gentleman’s enquires for those qual- 
ified answer, and his suggestions for what may 
them for aspiring stars. 

Football educational asset unlike ever 
many other accidentals life our institu- 
tions. may made serve purpose; can 
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prove liability. The spirit behind tells all, dic- 
tates all. 

Not few its drawbacks, seeming actual, 
may touch merely the surface and, let hope, will 
progressively eliminated. Certain evils have al- 
ready been met, while others have probably cropped 
but are getting ripe for the scythe. 

When the coach becomes the principal figure 
the school, drawing salary equivalent that 
the president and several more the leading 
professors, when bibulous coaches and fly-by-nights 
are continued state because reputed successes, 
when institutions offer fabulous prices bait for 
rivals ignore existing contracts and come over 
them—when these and still other evils hand 
hand with football, may very reasonably con- 
clude that undue emphasis being placed upon 
mere sport, and that, college heads are real lead- 
ers, not followers the mob the howling 
bleacherite, more just, more ethical situation will 
very presently obtain. 

But, the outstanding educational institution can 
make even crass thing football serve the 
larger aims. Notre Dame has shown how this may 
be: “modest champions,” “men whose conduct 
absolutely perfect,” “devoted servants the Blessed 
Sacrament,” are encomiums publicly accorded the 
Notre Dame players and merited them through 
the influence spirit that makes men cope with 
the exigencies the game and the temptations that 
attend success, doing actually constitutes 
even mere football unimportant educational asset, 
for participants and beholders alike.

cation has made these our days. The evidence, 
certain, every hand: not only physical

findings the School Education the 

University Notre Dame, through the Ques- 
tionnaire its Summer Session 1924, relative 
the dissatisfaction among certain teachers respect- 
ing the religion our high schools may 
be, for all know, inferential for the country 
general. not presume offer contribu- 
tion the study actually progress, though 
are not without hope attemping such the 
future. For the moment merely note few mat- 
ters, desiring reassure the timid young who 
sometimes seem, even themselves, struggle in- 
effectually for results their religious teaching and 
training. Let accept, then, that there unrest 
many Catholic high schools, (1) because the 
courses religion, and (2) because the texts, 
which, perhaps, are conditioning the courses too ab- 
solutely, something that the best traditions 
not warrant. 

However, only the trained teacher experi- 
ence that need heeded. say trained advised- 
ly, because the teacher whose procedures and devices 
are purely empirical, who has learned depend 
upon the “model courses” instruction now pop- 
ular places, unlikely come into such thing 
experience, something not infrequently noted 
competent supervisors. goes backward rather 
than forward; his practice the aimless drawing 
the bow over the strings; even his initial enthu- 
siasm, born sincere piety perhaps, likely 
strain with time for lack the exhilaration that 
accompanies and follows vital personal perform- 
ance. the other hand, novice-teachers (and 
there are more them the high school than ever 
before) are incompetent offer opinion 
matter this kind; ought slow ac- 
cept complaints from him her, for complaint sits 
with peculiar disgrace upon the shoulders the 
young and inexperienced. Let take rather 
gratuitously that they should seen and not heard. 
Beginners help vital teacher; they 
need direction; they need study and true experi- 
ence; but, meanwhile, must remain without 
authoritative 

But, are infer from the Notre Bul- 
recent date, that trained and experienced 
teachers are discontented. Let this the fact. 
important that seek out the causes. Without 
directly essaying the task, believe that proper 
appreciation our educational heritage would re- 
lieve the tension forthwith, and believe further 
that attempts run new and novel things 
expedient will but make the confusion worse con- 
founded. certain that new application old 
principles requisite, for not few our present 
high school problems are without precedent. Never- 
theless, sound methods and principles are never old 
—they are eternal; they can not without place— 
they are ubiquitous. may well that too many 
among those who are discontented accept the text 
book the course religion, not realizing suffici- 
ently that but one the tools for the realiza- 
tion the purposes the course, which course 
another thing—a thing apart. may be, too, 


that old principles have ceased understood 
are else lost view maze conflicting 
methods. generation ago was the course 
religion that gave keenest satisfaction, and the 
results were and are thoroughly convincing. 
might well, therefore, examine with measure 
misgiving reactionary methods, while ponderous 
text books might judiciously purged, and the 
purging yield place the religious literary appeal 
uniquely illustrated the Divine Master-Artist 
and the great teacher-legislators who accord 
intimately with Him. 

may true, indeed, that catechism texts are 
not ideal all respects; sometimes they are over- 
charged with technicality and even inutility for high 
school study their form often unpedagogic, while 
they frequently leave much desired the way 
proportion balance. not important, for 
instance, that heresies the long ago, now utterly 
without vitality, stressed length; but may 
highly important that considerable treatment 
allotted such matters Christian Science, social- 
ism, aspects the evolutionary theory, etc., etc. 
form, they are too often exotic growth being 
exaggeration procedure useful and even ab- 
solutely essential for exactness the statement 
fundamental truths; but procedure that, pushed 
extremes, conduces little interest sequen- 
tial sustained thinking. The reading such 
text like bumping along over corduroy road. 
hardship. Just here where the trained 
teacher, the educator, needed. If, then, would 
give the same attention the study this problem, 
the same preparation that brings the teach- 
ing science, mathematics, history, there would 
doubt his ability overcome the short- 
comings text book, which, after all, are 
means insuperable difficulties. 

may order, nevertheless, apply for 
more suitable texts. The great religious teachers, 
the Founders, did not offer ponderous doctrinal 
texts, not even for advanced St. Salle’s 
“Christian’s Duty” was edited for perseverance stu- 
dents, that is, for upper grade Its.form 
what needed, and, with minor modifications, 
would handsomely meet the pedagogic exactness 
the hour; its balance well nigh flawless. Books 
the kind deserve renewed acquaintance. But, 
the high school the college the instructor, 
who bound, page page, any text book lost. 
must have approval course religion 
guide and use the text aid that course, 
aid the aim and purpose the course, remem- 
bering always that text book, best, merely 
book texts. And remembering few other things, 
viz., that the end religious teaching action and 
that get action, action needed, absolute. 
book has intelligence emotion volition. 
banquet, you will, something nevertheless in- 
capable itself anything but spoil and nau- 
seate. the duty the teacher excite ap- 
arouse what the dead text never going 
do—emotion and volition. 

note here that the religious teaching and 
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training offered communities that publish texts 
and courses may very inadequately appraised 
these texts and courses taken isolation. were 
fitting any evaluation append the comple- 
mentary courses that belong inherently the 
traditions the community, something not pal- 
pable casual glance, something not palpable, 
for instance, the Christian rothers’ course 
accepted the educational authorities the State 
New York and forming the subject critique 
the Notre Dame, No. Bulletin, published few 
months since. The critique rests upon insufficient 
data, though its very worthy and able authors take 
care infer that the course the Brothers must 
more inclusive than the syllabus might itself 
suggest. matter fact, the Notre Dame Bul- 
letin reveals, what the New York State course re- 
veals, not more than the steel skeleton the struc- 
ture—the doctrine the courses. The reason for 
thus limiting the scope the syllabus present- 
ing for acceptance the New York State educa- 
tional authorities seems wholly natural; the doc- 
trinal element itself sufficed for the purpose. 
However that may be, the syllabus falls far short 
the courses religion understood the In- 
stitute the Brothers the Christian Schools. 


Religious teaching and training must necessarily 
beyond mere doctrine; but, without the doctrinal 
foundation, without very great exactness herein, 
the superstructure unlikely sustain itself 
sustained. Here why must entertain the 
gravest fear for those courses set forth the 
Notre Dame brochure that profess swerve 
completely from the courses the so-called tradi- 
tional type. They are nebulous content—a 
fatal thing religious teaching; they are without 
precedent where precedent most they 
build upon uncertain foundations. pupil from 
the grammar grades needs, indeed, review 
over and over, the principal truths, aye, even his 
prayers; has, admittedly, already touched 
them intimately, but, with the essentials 
English grasped the grades, something ad- 
ditional requisite before these truths and their 
corresponding habits appreciations take hold, be- 
fore they are his very own—before, other words, 
has them intellectually, affectively, volitionally. 
casual view, the traditional courses, so-called, 
are not novel, not interesting, the equally 
so-called psychologic courses; but, most certainly, 
they are vital and disciplinary, and therefore prac- 
tical. the high school that professes conduct 
distinctly doctrinal courses, what may done, 
for instance, for the hosts students who have not 
gone through the Catholic school grades, who have 
had course religious doctrine? Yes, all 
are reading the pedagogy the day, the outflow 
“modern psychology”, all believe bring- 
ing life and interest into the classroom; but, let 
not forget the disciplinary aspect education, and 
let not too feverish “modernize” all things 
religious. 

The contention certain leaders—whose author- 
ity arrange our courses religion there yet 
every reason the world question—that the ap- 
proach religious truth the traditional way 
moving from the text the pupil, that un- 
psychologic procedure, thoroughly gratuitous 
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assumption; need not so. Any course un- 
psychologic that not vitally conceived its re- 
lation the pupils and not vitally imparted. The 
religious course, above all else, calls for discernment, 
divination even, resourcefulness, and skill; and, let 
add, outstanding zeal. Like St. Paul, the teacher 
must feel his mission deeply—he must insistent 
make the fitting contact between the pupils and 
the content the course. can done; must 
done any course, so-called appealing psycholog- 
courses so-called traditional courses. There 
must vital teaching; nothing less can do. 

And now our finger one main difficulty—the 
vital teacher religion relatively rare, the 
classroom and more often the pulpit. have 
true, advanced leaps and bounds the theo- 
pedagogy. Witness the literature! reality, 
have advanced educationally only the measure 
the advancement the individual teacher zeal, 
science, skill, character, and personality. There is, 
therefore, reason doubt whether not have 
advanced even one inch. The measure the pro- 
gress the teacher the sole criterion. The teach- 
the The thought naturally comes 
here: Have the so-called psychologic attempts 
improve the teaching religion been productive 
the results anticipated and now claimed for them? 
very worthy effort, characterized real authority 
Catholic educational circles marking possibly 
new era the teaching religion, has been made 
these late years way setting models for the 
elementary school teacher; not only so, but way 
preparing whole model courses for her guidance. 
were surprised—and amused—to read that this 
effort and these methods should have been accepted 
something epoch-making one our most out- 
standing leaders. The method, effect, was and 
the method all worth-while teachers; good 
training schools everywhere, notably Europe, this 
type teaching has long been beautifully done, 
even novices the novitiate, and with ready- 
made matter their fingers’ ends. worthy 
this effort has been improve our religious teach- 
ing let very slow evaluating too highly 
new contribution whatever the pedagogy not 
multiply models into course, has been done the 
instance under notice. Such guidance often hinders the 
formation the teaching; can not replace the funda- 
mental concern—teacher-formation, teacher-initiative. 
may cause ripple laughter some circles suggest— 
but say it, nevertheless, all seriousness—that this 
widely exploited ‘psychologic method” unpsychologic 
far the teacher concerned. doubt teachers 
are wonderfully assisted models; the novice must have 
them print and life for his aim, just the aspiring 
author aims persistently literary models; success 
hardly possible without them. But, the models that also 
supply set teaching material are mentally debilitating for 
the teacher; they fail him entirely, beyond 
stages, yet will cling all has 
been practiced in—all knows. And then 
come such wonderful convenience! Such models 
more benefit the teacher than the hosts ready-made 
sermons develop painstaking preachers. sermon 
effective and inspiring must one’s very own, the 
fruit personal meditation, inspiration, and elaboration. 
The reaction from these set sermons the preaching 
art has not been wholesome, something that might 
have divined even without experience and authoritative tes- 
timony. Let devoutly hope, then, that shall 
spared models the kind for our high school teaching.

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Language Training Our Grade Schools

subject Language Training our grade 

schools has become matter grave concern, 
especially High School teachers English. Pu- 
pils pass into and through the upper grades the 
elementary school with barely sixth grade vocabu- 
lary; better able give expression thought 
than sixth grade pupil. Should such pupils 
fortunate enough fall into the hands teacher 
who understands their situation, and who willing 
double work, and get the pupil sufficiently in- 
terested back the foundation and gradually 
attain, connection with his high school work that 
which should have been attained before leaving the 
elementary grades, then there hope that some- 
thing may yet done for these pupils. Otherwise, 
they will work the same superficial way and 
complete the high school course, leaving school de- 
plorably lacking fluency and correctness 
speech, with result that they cannot fill any re- 
sponsible position the commercial world, nor can 
they act their part the social world. For such 
unsatisfactory results several reasons may given. 
Evidently the schools fail their efforts, they 
make efforts (?) 


Does the school make effort overcome the 
bad influence the language environment which 
most children spend their out-of-school hours? This 
question answered satisfactorily the school can 
attest that DOES give the subject language 
much time and attention given other sub- 
jects (Arithmetic for instance) which are not 
adversely affected the out-of-door environment. 
Does the school rely too much upon instruction 
the rules Grammar correct bad habits 
speech? Does the school place text books the 
science Grammar the hands pupils the 
elementary grades, thereby creating hatred for the 
subject? Will the school ever understand that the 
ability talk correctly and well comes from di- 
rected practice and not solely from the study 
Has the school conscientiously trained the 
pupils express their thoughts simply and cor- 
rect language? Does the school supply sufficien- 
oral language work separate and distinct 
means training the elementary grades? Does 
the school give the pupil sufficient opportunity for 
practice speaking while taking part the recita- 
tion other subjects? not, the teacher may 
and blame she talks during most 
the recitation time instead allowing the pupil 
talk. Our poorest teachers are those who most 
the talking. can exempt the teacher from 
blame where the classes are large and each pupil’s 
share the recitation time small. 

Then, there fault with our common method 
recitation which furnishes little motive for pupils 
talk well. Most the things they recite, and 
many the paragraphs they read aloud have little 
vital interest for them. When the pupil re- 
cites, recites the teacher, and much what 
says lost the pupils behind him, and also 
those front him with their backs turned 
him. When reads, reads audience whose 
eyes are following upon their own books the very 


words reading. Since the pupil, from day 
day, conscious real need speak clearly and 
distinctly order that his companions may hear 
and understand, does not speak so. Since pupils 
very rarely have the experience addressing 
audience with the purpose actually telling say- 
ing something worth while, the motive try 
speak effectively lacking. 

The reading classes furnish splendid opportunity 
for expression thought. Even though one may 
speak correctly and accordance with grammatical 
rules, the beauty the language lost, should the 
enunciation faulty. Clear enunciation and dis- 
tinct articulation must taught the elementary 
schools these arts are ever accomplished. 
The foundation for correct expression must laid 
the elementary classes, that stuttering and 
muttering not carried into the upper grades. 
easier teach the art expression when the 
children are learning the correct forms expres- 
sion. The teacher who satisfied with correct 
FORM, and fails instruct correct expression 
does the pupils much harm. cannot under- 
stand speaker, then the FORM lost. the 
reading classes children should taught utter 
one word time, thereby avoiding the tumbling 
method which results stuttering. The words 
uttered clearly and distinctly, not loud, for can 
hear much that not understand. Cultivate 
low, sweet voice. Avoid harshness, coarseness and 
loudness voice. And while may not quote 
Shakespeare children the elementary lower 
grades, can keep mind the advice the great 
master the English tongue: “Her voice was ever 
sweet and low, excellent thing woman.” 


Language training matter social concern, 
and neglected elementary education there 
little hope for high attainment either the high 
school college courses. Too, there are many 
children who never enter high school, all they 
have for their journey through life meager ele- 
mentary training, and that, perhaps, under the in- 
struction incapable teachers. Here again, 
wish remark that our best teachers should 
the elementary grades, and not only for the reason 
that there are children whose only training lan- 
guage will what they get the elementary 
school, but also for that which paramount im- 
portance, namely, the foundation, the clear under- 
standing the essentials the language. All the 
communities that compose nation should realize 
clearly their mutual relations, and for this must 
speak common language. Success business and 
social transactions depends small measure up- 
the correct use that language. language 
can used habitually without modifying profound- 
the forms thought, the knowledge, the beliefs, 
the ideals, and the character those who use it. 
the schools our country the study the Eng- 
lish language should the most important study 
the curriculum. nation such ours, into 
which flows incessant stream alien blood, 
difficult maintain unity thought senti- 
ment. Ability use correctly the English language 
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the most potent force for transforming our heter- 
ogeneous population into unified people, and 
feeble meager use the language can never 
reach high order civilization. Moreover, the 
individual student, the study English pri- 
mary importance, because means en- 
aheld communicate his thoughts others. Men- 
tal growth can never advance beyond certain ru- 
dimentary stage, unless the child possession 
adequate means expression. the ele- 
mentary school that the child must taught ex- 
press his thoughts and express them correctly and 
intelligently, and free from rules. Teachers lan- 
guage the elementary schools are responsible for 
the vocabulary each student, and are also re- 
sponsible for the forms used their students the 
expression thought. Repetition the correct 
way saying thing the only way teaching 
correct forms, satisfactorily. Repetition until the 
expression SOUNDS RIGHT. And repetition must 
continued until the forms are placed the habit 
plane. 


the upper grades, rules can easily learned 
since the lower grades, the expressions have been 
learned from the “sound right” way. 


the elementary grades the Universal Art 
should accomplished. The Universal Art in- 
cludes Language its three forms: reading and 
writing, and these two necessarily include spelling. 
Before leaving the elementary school, the children 
should able read well, Not too loud, but 
well-modulated tone, pleasing listen to; dis- 
tinctly and intelligently. must not forget that 
language includes reading, and read well 
Art. The child should taught read natural- 
speaks, and not measured tone, but just 
how pronounce all the words the content 
matter which given him read, then there will 
hesitation, stumbling over, but the con- 


trary there will clear and intelligent expression. 


The child should taught express his words 
beneficial method for conducting class reading 
for the teacher select the difficult 
have the students spell 
meaning, then, select certain expressions whith may 
new the students, and explain their 
the time this exercise over, the students will 


able read intelligently, and express 


selves feelingly. Correct expression essential the men- 
tal growth the child, and the chief instrument 
serving his aesthtic needs full understanding the lan- 
guage demands that well spoken and well written. 
write well necessarily implies ability spell. These three 
forms language; reading, writing and spelling, known 
the universal art, must accomplished the elementary 
grades, least the student must well advanced 
along these lines before entering high school. Too. 
progress nearly all the other branches the school 
curriculum determined the skill attained the use 
language. 

From this clear that the study English should 
the most important subject for students, and yet 
any subject neglected the schools English: 
are still tainted with that old thought, that “anyone can 
teach English”. Yet our Colleges and Universities 
teachers English are the highest-salaried instructors. 
English cultivates the power clear and exact thinking, 
and establishes the mind noble ideals aesthetic cul- 
ture.

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The World’s Best Art for the Student the 
Catholic High School

OD, the All-beautiful the Creator im- 

mense world beauty the midst which 
has set man, little universe himself. And 
man, God’s image, secondary creator—he cre- 
ates the world art. Out his innate sense 
beauty, masterful control and refinement his 
emotions, and using his Godlike faculties 
imagination and judgment, calls into being count- 
less art creations which, God’s world, 
two are alike. the time his adolesence, 
which corresponds nearly our high schocl period, 
that the artist’s consciousness his creative power 
first bursts upon him; then buoyed ideal- 
ism like golden summer cloud the sky and with 
marvelous decision and faith himself proceeds 
change his dreams into realities. this period 
life that geniuses have produced works which, 
for freshness, naturalness and vigor, they never sur- 
passed their later careers. Bryant’s Thanatopsis 
and Waterfowl, Goethe’s first draft Faust, 
and Michelangelo’s Battle the Centaurs, are 
this class. adolesence likewise that the 
masterpieces human genius make their most 
powerful appeal. This, being true all art, cer- 
tainly true art properly called. Let then 
open the great treasury the world’s best art 
the young, yearning, receptive soul. 

The world’s best art comprises indeed vast num- 
ber works art not one which arc willing 
lose. The expression ‘best art” shows first, that 
eliminate with decision whatever may moral- 
dangerous even doubtful and that hold 
with Maurice Francis Egan that “art true art” 
only “when art God true.” Secondly, elim- 
inate all that poor mediocre for want 
raised and inspired. spirit reverence, 
then, such pervades Bishop Spalding’s fine 
and well known essay Religion and Art, take 
survey the world’s art. find that divides 
into two kinds: art situ and art extra situ. Art 
situ when occupies the place and produces 
the effect for which was made; such Michel- 
angelo’s Last Judgment the Sistine Chapel 
Rome; such also are Raphael’s frescoes the Vati- 
can, Giotto’s frescoes Assisi, Saint Gauden’s 
Adams Memorial Washington, C., etc. 
art situ that turn preference because 
art any other situation incomplete even 
oration incomplete without audience. The art 
world teems with masterpieces that are still fully 
their intended setting and with others that are 
partly so. But since these works are scattered the 
world over, the well read art teacher goes abroad 
far possible and studies them first-hand, 
reconstructing, principally through his knowledge 
history, the times and circumstances that called 
them into being. Thus, taking the artist’s point 
view, sees these works their true light and 
their full force. 

Enriched, then, with first-hand knowledge, the 
art teacher goes before his classes and fills them 


with wonder and enthusiasm. Graphically de- 
picts the world’s art from the “mammoth” and “bi- 
son” prehistoric caves the Prophets Sar- 
gent the Boston library. The pyramids, the 
Ghizeh, sphinx, the colossi Memnon, sur- 
rounds again with the ancient life that built and 
used them. The Parthenon not only shows 
the screen its venerable ruins but, succes- 
sion views (still pictures, not movies), practic- 
ally walks around and into with his class. 
restores word and picture and critically ap- 
preciates its beauty, dwelling especially the 
gin marbles that once graced its friezes and pedi- 
ments. Likewise treats the Flavian amphi- 
theater, the Pantheon, the Pont Gard and many 
other Roman remains, including the realistic por- 
trait busts which put face face with the em- 
perors and other celebrated men those times. 
With greater enthusiasm then enters the Chris- 
tian era, presenting the art the catacombs and 
the early basilicas and the splendor Byzantium 
exists this day Constantinople, Venice 
and Ravenna. Then revives the sturdy Roman- 
esque period which culminated along the Rhine 
Worms, Speyer and Maintz. This leads into the 
Gothic age which the Catholic art teacher dwells 
long and lovingly both because its wealth ma- 
terial and because its highly spiritual character 
—Notre Dame, Chartres, Rheims, Amiens, Durham, 
Westminster, Lincoln, Cologne, Strassburg, Milan, 
Burgos, Toledo and many other cathedrals are 
shown, both their ensemble and their won- 
drous details. Then comes the Renaissance with 
its pomp and its glory—the dome Florence, the 
massive palazzi, St. John Lateran, etc.; and best 
all, St. Peter’s and the Vatican, rich with immortal 
art treasures, especially those Michelangelo and 
Raphael. The teacher then shows his class the Re- 
naissance beyond Italy, Blois and other chateaux 
the Louvre, Fontainebleau and Versailles; 
shows the Escurial and traces the influence 
England Palladio and the great activity Sir 
Christopher Wren. points out the extravagance 
the baroque and follows Renaissance our 
own country appears our colonial style, 
the work and influence Thomas Jefferson, our 
glorious national capitol, our charming old mis- 
sions and right our own civic centers. Finally 
gives examples the notable modern move- 
ments, especially the romantic and the classic, and, 
all the above, shows the decorative details— 
the sculptures, the murals, etc., all situ. 

highly probable that our supposed teacher 
has not his travels seen many the above works 
art, but his keen observation those has seen 
and his diligent correlated reading have given him 
much power see isolated art situ and rep- 
resent so. also highly probable that many 
art teachers cannot far enough abroad see 
even small number world-famed works situ, 
therefore they the next best thing: they seek 
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those that have been abroad and learn from their 
lectures conversation; they also profit the la- 
bors those who have enshrined this precicus 
knowledge books and illustrations and thus they 
come know more about the world’s great works 
art than many who live the very places where 
these works are found. 

the innumerable art masterpieces extra 
situ, they are found our museums and our 
galleries, public and private. There are compara- 
tively few art teachers who are not able see and 
study these and who cannot reading and study 
arrive fair appreciation their intrinsic and 
extrinsic merits. Every art teacher should his 
best see representative originals all the most 
famous artists. far this not possible 
must the next best thing, e., study faithful re- 
productions. far paintings go, reproductions 
black and white monochrome will not 
for this purpose; even they large and excel- 
lent photographs the originals, they will not do. 
They may ever good themselves but they 
are not good enough for the study and teaching 
art. Faithful color reproductions wide range 
the world’s greatest paintings can now seen 
our public libraries and may taken out like 
books. The Art Appreciation Collection, g., 
wide spread, very comprehensive and high excel- 
lence (though must add, that not obliga- 
tory accept all the printed criticisms that accom- 
pany it). 

Equipped then, with rich store knowledge, 
far possible first hand knowledge, the 
world’s art history, the teacher presents his course 
his classes. takes the art situ basis 
and associates with the art extra situ proper 
order. Myron, Phidias and their contemporary 
Greek sculptors relates the Parthenon; the 
Roman portrait busts the Roman civic basilicas 
and other grand buildings; Romanesque and 
Gothic art craft with the churches which thy 
were used. also, with the Catholic Renaissance 
monuments associates Masaccio, Botticelli, Peru- 
gino Raphael, Vinci, Michelangelo, Del Sarto, 
Corregio, Guido Reni, Titian, Veronese, Tintoretto, 
Valesquez, Murillo, the Van Eycks, Rubens, 
and their fellow-geniuses, all stars the first mag- 
nitude, whom high school graduate should not 
ignorant. Then, its loneliness, having 
great monuments which inhere, shows the 
art the Reformation—the work Cranach, 
Franz Hals, Rembrandt, Vermeer, Van Dyke and 
Holbein. Then, way Raynolds, Gainsborough, 
Romney and the other English portraitists, includ- 
ing our own Gilbert Stuart, comes the great 
moderns—Turner, Millet, Corot, Whistler, Abbey, 
Chavannes, Sargent, Rodin and others. And 
our art teacher American, makes much 
Gilbert Stuart and does not forget Trumbull, 
Leutze, Inness, Winslow Homer, Farge, Saint 
Gaudens, Remington, Keith, Moran and others 
their class. Finally, has emphasized the 
Catholic predominance the world’s best art, 
emphasizes particular the Catholic revival the 
Nazarene School, represented principally Over- 
beck, Peter Cornelius and their followers, Hoff-

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The Psychology Teaching Geography 


Russell Smith, Ph.D. 


Professor of Economic Geography, 


former article Geography and the Higher 
Citizenship, published the March number 
this magazine, called attention the function 
Geography introducing the child his neigh- 
bors upon this earth. Readers that article will 
recall that set forth two tasks this study: “To 
teach the facts Geography, and encourage 
attitude mind.” 

understanding between peoples, both its content 
and its method presentation are the utmost 
importance. Let define Geography the study 
relationships between the earth and the life that 
dwells upon it. begin ponder this defi- 
nition once see that necessary know 
both the earth and the life upon the earth. The 
subject vast that the moment begin think 
about feel the need subdivisions. The earth 
part falls easily into the three grand divisions 
earth, water, and air. 

The life part suggests such subdivisions plants 
and animals, and among the animals want 
single out man for special treatment—human geog- 
(anthropogeography). 

human geography once see economic 
geography, physical geography, political geography, 
and many other types geography looming 
still further subdivisions. 

think political geography for moment, 
shall see that need some history order 
understand it. Geography indeed wide-reach- 
ing subject. all subjects the curriculum 
especially needs well organized good prin- 
ciples pedagogy. Lacking these, has been 
times past chaos facts which could acquired 
only dreaded memory exercises. 

This article attempts emphasize two major im- 
provements that have been made methods pre- 
senting geography that better results may follow 
given amount effort. These two improvements 
teaching are (1) the use the psychological 
method arrangement rather than the logical, and 
(2) the concrete method teaching the principles 
geography. 


The Wide Range Geographic Material. 


The geography the school the study 
people influenced the lands which they 
live. The geography class the place where our 
children get acquainted with us, with our neighbors, 
and with the other peoples upon the earth. Geog- 
raphy thus becomes task interpretation. 

Here people certain place. What influ- 
ence does this place have these people? Before 
can answer that question must know many 
things about the kind place is. the land 
surface hilly level? its altitude high low, 
soil sand loam clay; deep shallow; stony 
smooth, rich poor? the weather hot cold, 
changeable constant? What about the rain? 
there much, making the soil too wet for agriculture, 
there too little, making desert which requires 
irrigation, the amount moisture just right 
for farming for grazing? When does this rain 
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fall—in winter, summer, all the year? the 
amount dependable are there droughts? ita 
land forests grassland? What crops can 
grow? Does have water power coal, oil, 
other minerals? Are there manufactures? there 
much trade? This list geographic factors 
elements might extended, and each them will 
some particular place. 

plain that the geographer explaining men 
place needs use some the facts from many 
other subjects and scienses. Because this fact 
some persons have times claimed that geography 
was not real subject all. This fact relation- 
ship and also the fact that geography has territory 
its own perhaps best shown examine the 
accompanying diagram.* 


The geographer explaining the relationships be- 
tween men and their environment takes contribu- 
tions from many scienses but takes the whole 
mathematics because the architect and the builder 
happen use some arithmetic and geometry 
making house plans. 

The work the geographer may likened 
that builder who uses lime, sand, cement, stone, 
brick, boards, shingles, glass, paper, pipe, nails, wire, 
and other things, but the house builds not 
exclusively any one these many things. 
itself entity, though many diverse materials have 
been used make it. Similarly, the geographer 
builds his own independent structure, using the ma- 
terials from many subjects and sciences. 

Since geography takes contributions from 
many other subjects and sciences, plain that 
some extent least these subjects and sciences 
must understood the teacher and the stu- 
dent before use can made them. This means 
that something all these subjects must taught. 
How shall this are two ways—the 
logical and the psychological.

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The This systematic method, 
the German method. Realizing the necessity all 
these things, the logical method deliberately starts 
out teach all the elements first and upon this 
complete systematic and logical foundation pro- 
ceeds rear the completed structure geography. 

were the dictator amply financed grad- 
uate school for the training professional geog- 
raphers and had students with sufficient cour- 
age stand for it, would use the logical method 
for post-graduate instrucion. That, indeed, the 
way medical school works out the problem. Foun- 
dations anatomy, physiology, chemistry, and 
other subjects are systematically laid begin- 
ning. The practice medicine comes later: 
this plan the systematically instructed student 
geography would begin with climatology, ocean- 
ography, plant geography, animal geography, an- 
thropology, history, economics, statistics (that 
might able use his material). After this 
preparation would ready for economic geog- 
raphy, regional geography, political geography, and 
the solution special problems geographic na- 
ture. believe this system highly desirable 
for the mature minds the graduate school. Un- 
fortunately, American university has yet gone 
very far attain thorough program. 

Meantime the authors geographies have been 
making college texts and high school texts that 
logical plan for the last thirty years. Many these 
books have been three parts, the first and second 
parts dealing with general principles and introduc- 
tory material and the third part with their applica- 
tion regional geography. classic example 
this the monumental book, “Handbook Com- 
mercial Geography,” dear friend Chisholm. 
This much-copied book now its 9th excellent 
edition, and still its author closely follows the orig- 
inal German model Scherzer. 

The logical method tries use the mind 
cold storage plant, but unfortunately cannot lock 
the material in, and therefore many the facts, 
because they are unrelated, have been forgotten 
the time they are needed. The logical method must 
depend primarily upon sheer memory work—bald, 
unaided memory, like the multiplication table, 
like that other agony, the declination foreign 
verb. 

The general ideas which are taught the pre- 
liminary sciences must made function they 
are worthless. function they must related 
something when they are first presented—not 
stuck into the mind wait months for the day 
use. This the secret the success the psycho- 
logical compared the logical method teach- 
ing the principles geography. 

The Psychological Method might also called 
the applied-science method. Instead teaching 
general principles introductory material 
hand when wanted, teaches the principles con- 
nection with some particular part the earth 
with some human activity which needs ex- 
plained part the general work the book. 
This explanation takes advantage the principle 
association, the secret easy memory. Once 
this norm principle type thoroughly estab- 
lished the child’s mind can used over and 
over again explaining new but similar situations. 
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This effective teaching, passing from the known 
the unknown. 

This psychological method has been used for 
nearly decade the most widely used college and 
high school geography texts America. has 
succeeded these age groups there certainly 
reason why not the most desirable method for 
the elementary geography. 

addition the above mentioned advantage 
greater effectiveness method, there yet another 
gain. Time saved. Instead teaching thing 
ineffectively twice, there time for one thorough 
presentation and for frequent effective reviews 
through comparison. 

The concrete method teaching abstract principles. 

The applied-science psychological method com- 
bines admirably with the concrete method teach- 
ing principles and abstract ideas. 

The use the concrete, the story, the parable 
elementary geography practical because 
takes advantage the way the human mind, es- 
pecially the child’s mind, works. abstract idea 
usually nothing all our mind until can 
give specific form. Therefore, the way get the 
abstract idea into the mind get there the 
concrete form first—the story prove point. 

The Curtis Publishing Company has made use 
this piece psychology building its stupen- 
dously successful journals. Twelve years ago that 
Company, after succeeding with The Saturday 
Evening Post and The Ladies’ Home Journal, 
bought old paper called The Country Gentleman. 
The paper then had about 25,000 subscribers. 
now has nearly million. The editor discussing 
series articles which was write for his 
paper said: “Mr. Smith, perhaps you think can- 
not done, but every principle agriculture can 
told around the story man. Find the man 
who applying it. Get his story. Tell and 
that means bring out the principle.” 

The paper that adopted the policy presenting 
general principles terms the concrete has 
gained more than 200 subscribers day for the last 
dozen years. the same kind wisdom that 
embedded those parables Scripture that 
remember most easily. Lincoln was eter- 
nally telling stories with point, and surely won 
great hold the minds the average American. 

with the principles religion the principles 
agriculture, with the principles geography. 
They are best taught terms the geography 
human life. Moreover, this approach will appeal 
that intellectual interest most universal all 
mankind—the interest people. This the in- 
terest behind the story-teller the nomad camp 
fire, the movie audience our crowded cities, and 
the glittering society circle the Metropolitan 
Opera House. The Geography that shows the earth 
the home people essentially like ourselves ex- 
cept modified geographic environment and 
racial inheritance will tend make the whole 
world kin. 
made clear. 

This method can best shown examples, and 
for that purpose have chosen four: 

Trade and transportation are very important 
words well known text for beginners, “Any 
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country that has not advanced far usually has very 
poor roads.” you read that abstract fact 
normal boy will probably count the marbles 
his pocket and look past you out the window, and 
the girls will fix their hair. Then try the idea 
another way. Tell them about the daily life, the 
work and play the Indians the Eskimos; help 
the pupils feel the effort peoples who live 
with little-or trade and who therefore must make 
their own things without the things. Then 
let the class compare the life these peoples with 
our own life. Every phrase the contrast will 
show how large part commercial intercourse with 
other peoples plays our complex civilization. The 
children will forget their marbles and their hair. 
Thus you can make them understand and remem- 
ber that trade and transportation are very important 
the life peoples. You can even make them feel 
it, and man above all emotional creature, 
creature who feels before acts. 

the same time that you have been teaching 
this piece fundamental economic geography 
about trade and transportation, you have been tell- 
ing how the Indians live, how the Eskimos live, and 
what kind countries each these peoples in- 
habit. Yet more, you have the same time also 
been teaching how the country which these people 
inhabit influences their daily lives and hence their 
thought and even their government. 

easy explain tribal government when you 
have these scattered groups sparse populations 
clearly laid out their setting. This the best 
way show the difference between tribal govern- 
ment and our own fixed and formal government 
with its policemen, roads, schools, magistrates, and 

Nomads are people who move from place 
place and usually live tents. Stated this brief 
form this piece information once demands ex- 
planation. Does happen because the 
some people who like tents better than houses, and 
moving better than fixity? Each year certain por- 
tion college freshmen assure that Arabs are 
nomads because their nature so. 

study the environment the desert’s edge 
gives quite another reason. Theirs land 
scanty rain, land too dry for the farm, and pro- 
ducing only scattered grass wide areas where 
water holes are far apart. Since man cannot eat 
grass, his only chance for life depend upon 
the animals that can eat grass—flocks. The flocks 
must move where there water and grass, 
since the flocks move, the man who must live upon 
the flocks must move also. Around this fact 
industry which arises from the base fact environ- 
ment and exists over vast areas the earth’s sur- 
face whole society built and incidentally great 
class humanity and clear cut type society 
are also explained. 

One the fundamental principles geogra- 
phy might stated follows: “Water absorbs 
heat slowly and absorbs great deal it. Water 
also gives heat out slowly, and for these reasons 
ocean currents flowing from cold seas cool the 
climate places which they flow and conversely 
warm currents flowing from warm seas warm the 
climate places which they flow.” Or, the 
words popular grammar school textbook, 


“Where the winds blow steadily, the trade 
wind belts, there permanent drift water 
the direction the prevailing winds. this way 
great system ocean currents formed. These 
have important influence the temperature 
the earth.” This piece information needs 
illustrated before becomes clear. Shall 
taught some day, any day indeed, all itself with 
examples, significance pointed out? That 
the strictly logical way it. Another way 
save this piece pure science until you study 
West Europe, especially the United Kingdom. Here 
have hand the illuminating fact (perhaps you 
want call problem)of two profoundly dif- 
ferent countries facing each other similar lati- 
tudes across the Atlantic Ocean. Labrador, the 
cold, the empty, the partially unexplored; England, 
green with verdure, where sheep pasture the 
hills the year round, historic, populous, rich, power- 
ful, the seat wide reaching empire. Labrador 
swept winds from cold land and the ocean current 
that brings icebergs down from Greenland’s icy mountains. 
England bathed Gulf Stream drift which flows 
northwestward from Florida’s coral strands, and swept 
winds that blow inland from this warm drift. 

bringing ocean currents this place the pres- 
entation geography the scientific fact ocean circula- 
tion help explain other facts the most far-reaching 
import. That the most psychological rather than the 
logical, the applied science rather than the systematic 
science 

Take lumbering. Shall told little essay 
the the front the book all alone? means. 
dealing with New England have wonderful op- 
portunity let the lumbering industry explain the high- 
lands New England, the Adirondacks the Lake 
Region the Highlands Ontario and Quebec 
all them. all these areas the earth’s surface 
rough that difficult, often impossible, haul logs 
over it, but the annual blanket snow levels all up. 
Indeed lumbering almost function winter snow. 
The sled permits teams tractors haul the logs over 
the rocks, stumps, and fallen trash the stream bank. 
The melting snow makes freshets that carry the logs down 
stream the saw mills and paper mills the lower 
courses where the waterwheel furnishes the power 
grind the logs pulp cut them into planks. 

This treatment the lumber industry permits 
make understandable presentation industry and 
the same time present the salient facts region 
and show how nicely climatic (geographic) factor aids 
industry. 

the southern states where there cover snow 
logging carried quite differently, with carts 
and donkey engines using cables. This gives opportunity 
for comparison with snowclad New England Michigan. 

the tropic jungle, tied together with creepers, 
extremely difficult and expensive make roads. There- 
fore, costs much convert trees into lumber and but 
little used. These facts offer fine opportunity for com- 
parison the way which forest and climate combine 
aid hinder man getting out wood. This also 
shows again the dependence the lumber industry upon 
transport. 

conclusion may say that Geography complex 
subject. saved from being chaos when remem- 
ber that geography interpretation, not merely mass 
facts. 

This interpretation made easier the use the ap- 
plied-science psychological method which starts with 
explanation and correlation—the reason why, the soul 
memory. This runs naturally into comparison., which 
the soul understanding. 

The applied-science method especially adapted the 
use the actual story human life. This story 
method teaching the principles Geography, 
the soul interest. reaches the child and awakens 
enthusiasm, father told me, who wrote that his little 
girl wanted stay late night read new geog- 
raphy book written this way.

program should source revenue. 

However, the space must sold and this, 
itself, presents certain difficulty which must 
dealt with the Business Manager. One solution 
hand the matter over agency com- 
mission basis. These agencies have better means 
approach and therefore better chance get 
business from the various firms. However, this 
means adopted essential have signed 
agreement with the advertising agency specifying 
definite time limit, rates, number pages and the 
commission. The other alternative let the 
Business Manager sell the space himself. This 
method has the advantage that there commis- 
sion paid. the other hand, difficult 
proposition because business firms not attach 
much value advertisements amateur pro- 
grams or, fact any type program. 

Business etiquette demands that before soliciting 
advertisements the agent should supplied with 
“dummy” made from the material used 
the programs and containing the exact number 
pages. one page, the rates should printed 
written Let the purchaser write his name 
the space. When taken, prevent mis- 
understandings later on. agreement 
should accompany each sale, and for this purpose 
well have proper forms printed. When col- 
lecting for advertising space, copy the program 
must included with the bill. well devote 
one page the program acknowledgements and 
word gratitude the advertisers. 

The quality paper should good. need not 
expensive but, the other hand, should not 
give the impression cheapness. 38—50 su- 
percalendered paper makes good material. the 
paper too thin the print will appear through it. 

The number pages the program deter- 
mined, some extent, the prospects adver- 
tising. From sixteen twenty-four pages makes 
good program. 

The cost will depend great deal the material 
but should possible have fifteen hundred 
twenty-page programs printed for one hundred dol- 
lars. The space should sell for three hundred dol- 
lars and this will leave good revenue from adver- 
tising. Athough selling the programs the funds 
can thereby increased, not advisable so. 

The suggestions used this article are based 
outlay between six hundred and thousand 
dollars for each annual production. When the play 
presented for two more nights the cost for each 
additional performance about one half the ini- 
tial one. cases where the production assumes 
greater proportions confined more modest 
scale, due the size the city the status the 
dramatic society, supposed that the elements 
which have been considered will also vary such 
way preserve the balance.

time honored. think advisable include them 
this discussion for the benefit the amateur dra- 
matic clubs which may required use them 
their productions. However, unless they can 
done properly they not add the effect but 
rather take from it. 
Thunder. 

heavy barrel rolled the floor behind the cur- 
tains produces sound similar that thunder. 
much better method, however, take strip 
sheet iron from six eight feet long and fasten 
one end securely some distance above the head. 
means strap rope, fastened the other end, 
shake the strip iron and the desired effect pro- 
duced. experienced drummer can sometimes 
produce splendid effect very large drum 
called “thunder drum”. 

extra violent crash thunder sometimes 
produced the following manner: incline, cov- 
ered with sheet iron, built having two more 
rapid drops the descent. Three four ten- 
pound shot are rolled out barrel down this in- 
cline and land iron box. The rebound from 
the end the box gixes the echo effect. 

When necessary use lightning and thun- 
der, should borne mind that single flash 
lightning and one clap thunder not consti- 
tute electric storm. The imitation should lead 
climax and then die away. 

Lightning. 

This effect generally produced flashes from 
the border lights. 

Rain. 

The sound rain can imitated rice moving 
the head base drum. Holding the drum 
your arms, cause rock that the rice rolls 
around the head. Let the rice flow from side 
side across the head and the effect “driving rain” 
produced. well line the wooden rim 
the drum with felt. 

The appearance rain the scenery can rep- 
resented with fairly good effect moving picture 
machine, using specially designed lens. better 
method use some scioptic process. The ma- 
chine can placed the wings near the front cur- 
tain. 

Wind. 

There special machine for this purpose, com- 
monly known the “wind machine.” Its construc- 
tion simple. Two wooden wheels are mounted 
axle which supported two uprights. 
Slats are fastened from one wheel the other, 
regular intervals, around the circumference the 
wheels. crank other contrivance attached 
the axle and the cylinder caused rotate fast 
slowly, desired. strip silk duck, fast- 
ened one end, allowed rest the moving 
slats. The result sound which very closely re- 
sembles wind. Silk gives shrill sound while duck 
produces the “howling” effect and has greater vol- 
ume. 

Snow. 

Paper, cut into small squares (this can done 
the bookbinder) makes the best material for this 
purpose. special “snow-boxes” are constructed 
“V” shape with the sides wire netting. These 
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are filled with the bits paper and fastened the 
“lines” that they can rocked the proper 
time. falling snow, gentle rocking the box 
will suffice. the effect blizzard required, 
then well mix dry salt with the paper and 
place electric fans, different angles, around the 
doorways windows. For exterior scenes, addi- 
tional snow-boxes will required and the fans 
must placed suitable positions. special 
ground cloth used for such scenes and the paper 
may thus used over again until dirty. 

The appearance snow the clothing can 
approximated mothine flakes. 

Waves. 

This effect produced much the same way 
the sound rain. Use lead shot instead rice and 
let flow across the head the drum. Let the 
shot roll slowly, first. When part has crossed 
tilt the drum stop the sound momentarily, and 
then let the rest race across. This latter effect very 
closely imitates the breaking the wave and the 
back wash. 

Lead shot rolled back and forward between 
screens round flour sieve produces the same 
effect. 

Stars. 

For this imitation tiny electric bulbs are attached 
the back the sky drop and “plugged in” the 
desired moment. They are sometimes attached 
the front the drop, especially the scene very 

Moon. 

square box 18” 18” having round opening 
suspended from the top battan and behind the 
drop. lamp suitable power lighted inside 
this box. the opening the box covered with 
ground glass, better results are obtained. 

Clouds. 
Moving clouds, rain, snow, ripples, can 


‘produced specially prepared discs revolving, 


clock-work, front stage lamp and directed 

that the image falls the drop. the discs are 

made move opposite directions, some very 

striking effects can produced. 
10. Cannon. 

Discharge blank cartridge from revolver into 
large vinegar barrel, the mouth which partly 
covered. This sound can also imitated strik- 
ing bass drum rather vigorously and then follow- 
ing this blow immediately slight tap, letting 
the stick rest the drum, 

11. Horses’ Hoofs. 

Holding half cocoanut shell each hand (the 
mouth downward) beat them board flat 
stone.

12. Falling Leaves. 

Artificial real leaves can used for this pur. 
pose. They should sprinkled hand from dif- 
ferent parts the “gridiron” stage ceiling. Fall- 
ing from this height they will assume all the ap- 
pearance ‘fluttering too many leaves 
are dropped the effect becomes unnatural. 

13. Blood.

“And you shall know the truth, and the truth shall make 

you free.” 
Words Jesus Christ the believing Jews. 
St. John, VIII, 32. 

When God bestowed upon man those wonderful 
powers soul which rendered him like his 
Maker, gave him the same time intense 
longing for the truth and passionate desire gain 
full possession it. Hence every age “What 
truth?” has become all-absorbing question. 
account the fall our first parents, the under- 
standing lost much its pristine power, and the 
obscurity which followed caused men often mis- 
take the shadow for the reality, and thus they were 
led into error, but 

“Truth crushed earth will rise again 
The eternal years God are hers; 
But error, wounded, writhes pain 
And dies among its worshippers.” 

The intellect then yearns for and seeks after 
truth, pure and unadulterated, for nothing else can 
satisfy the mind men. seek after truth 
seek after God, for God absolute truth. alone 
knows all things. can speak them only 
knows them, for sees them, not they appear 
us, but they are themselves. Therefore when 
God speaks, whether His own divine person, 
happened the case the patriarchs and pro- 
phets old, through the apostles and their law- 
ful successors the Catholic Church with which the 
Holy Ghost, the Spirit Truth, will remain the 
end time, through the voice conscience 
without even the noise words, the duty the 
earnest truth-seeker listen and obey, because 
the voice God the voice Truth which can 
neither deceive nor deceived.

But truthfulness the habitual disposition 
speak the truth, that must emphasized the 
forming character the pupils the Primary 
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Grades. too much say that unless deep 
love moral truth and all that connotes form 
integral part the very basis character forma- 
tion, the withering finger time and the over- 
whelming tide human passion will make sad sport 
the superstructure? How can social life subsist 
without truth? there anything depressing 
loss faith human kind? Separate honor and 
honesty from truthfulness and what meaningless 
words they become. Truthfulness one prin- 
cipal forms for sanctity and nobility conduct; 
the key which unlocks the secrets divine wis- 
dom, the breast plate the upright soul, the golden 
treasury where are found the precious and valuable 
coins sincerity, fidelity, accuracy, authenticity, 
candor, honesty and honor. 

But one obliged all times speak the whole 
truth? The law God positive that binds 
one under all circumstances and spite all diffi- 
culties state the truth; that is, whatever one ex- 
presses whether speaking writing, must 
exact conformity the truth exists the 
mind; neither always necessary, nor even ad- 
visable tell the whole truth about any subject 
under discussion. even permitted sometimes 
withhold the truth under kind dissimulation 
which changes the obvious meaning words, when 
there direct intention deceive. truth- 
ful with God, one’s neighbor and oneself all 
things, implies participation the fullness the 
truth God Himself, enabling the soul enjoy 
such exquisite delight 

“Walking with God! What better guide 
Could guard one’s foot against stone! 
check the impulse one’s pride 

teach the truth undertone?” 

Let the teacher frequently talk the excellence 
and value truthfulness. Children are very suscept- 
ible the influence teacher and they can led 
admire, reverence, and imitate whatsoever she 
places before them for that puprose. Let her ex- 
plain how God the author all truth, and that 
the truth all things, whether the order na- 
ture grace, springs from the First Truth, the 
truth the Divine Essence; how God unchange- 
able all His ways, and hence one’s faith Him 
ultimately, will find full realization; how will 
surely keep all His promises, and therefore in- 
finitely worthy all the trust and confidence 
which the human heart capable; how the 
True Witness all one’s thoughts, words, and ac- 
tions, and since not possible deceive Him, 
how constantly and faithfully, and accurately, one 
should cultivate the virtue truthfulness daily 
life. 

Let the teacher follow any these points 
with example the form story which will 
make vivid and lasting impression the young 
mind, and which, too, may easily recalled the 
teacher, when holding for imitation. 

Let the teacher never forget that her own person- 
example will become her class the strongest 
kind argument favor truth and truthful- 
ness. Not until the teacher’s interior life ani-

“This above all: thine own self true, 
And must follow, the night the 
Thou canst not then false any man. 


Let the teacher frequently impress upon the children 
all the Primary Grades, how God loves see the truth 
shining gloriously the contenances and the eyes 
His own children,—how His love for them will pro- 
portion the truth that finds their hearts; how 
men will reverence and esteem them when their conduct 
actuated the spirit truth; and finally, how God 
will inundate their souls here below with happiness that 
will slight foretaste the eternal enjoyment the 
everlasting Truth.

accuracy speech and action the heart 
these will become greater assets character building 
give instruction length the evils false- 

ood. 
Explain the older children the Primary Grades 
that the power communicating thoughts others 
means speech, one God’s great gifts man. 
Imagine human life without this power and once the 
mind begins appreciate its value. becoming, even 
the natural order, use precious gift insult the 
giver? How utterly abominable then man fling 
wilful lie into the face God! Lying instrinsically 
wrong, and the child must admonished whenever 
fails, even slightly, against the truth. Holy Scripture de- 
nounces any deviation from the truth whatsoever “In 
wise speak against the truth, but ashamed the lie 
thy ignorance.” Eccl. IV, 30. 

Little children very frequently tell lies through fear,— 
either fear corporal punishment, fear losing the 
good opinion others. Let the teacher encourage the 
child “tell the truth and shame the devil,” for the 
father lies. Lead the child see that lacked bravery 
and courage, and that only cowards fear tell the truth; 
however, not taunt him with that epithet, for boys, 
especially, hate the name coward. Use corporal punish- 
ment very rarely, ever. Prefer humble the spirit 
the child the acknowledgment wrong-doing, kindly 
and sincerely, reminding him that God has entrusted him 
your care, and that you want present him God 
when ready leave you, pure and spotless 
beautiful lily. Help him resolve against the fault, 
and give him word encouragement. Occasionally, 
ask him how getting along and tell him that you 
pray for him. The child’s natural goodness heart, un- 
tainted malice any kind, will most cases respond 
lovingly. Let the teacher beware making out lie 
risk. Children the first and second grades know very 
little, anything, the malice sin, and their offenses 
are only venial. 

Children the third and fourth grades should receive 
instruction lies told for the purpose harming others. 
They should also warned about revealing the true faults 
others, undesirable, yes, even sinful habits, are be- 
gun this way. Form little apostolate with the class 
for the prevention evil well for the promotion 
good, and encourage the young apostles write slip 
paper without mentioning any names, any faults 
sins that the teacher ought made aware of; that 
she may correct them once, for “An ounce preven- 
tion pound cure” all cases. This will off-set 
abhorent all classes society. Boast- 
ing and duplicity make their appearance these grades 
and they must nipped the bud, not because their 
gravity, but because the evil consequences that manifest 
themselves later life.

Semi-Pelagian Heresy, which originated the south- 
ern part Gaul, differed from the Pelagian heresy ad- 
mitting the necessity grace for salutary works, but 
maintained that the beginning salvation the result, 
not grace, but free will; that man virtue his 
own free will arouses within himself the good will be- 
lieve, and the first desire salvation, and thus infallibly 
obtains the first preventing grace. This heresy errs 
stating that the will prevents, that is, comes before grace, 
and not grace the will.

NECESSITY ACTUAL GRACE.

These words were addressed Christ the disciples 
who are presumed possess the grace justification, 
and consequently they can not refer sanctifying grace;

22) says that 
“As the head infuses strength into the members, and the 
vine into the branches, Christ constantly infuses 
strength into the just, which always precedes, attends and 
follows their good works, and without which they 
wise please God.” 

the possession sanctifying grace the just man 
possesess the power perform supernaturally good works, 
but this power needs aroused and sustained, and 
this done means actual grace. 

Even the need actual grace enable them 
observe the entire moral law, and overcome strong 
temptation. For who the state grace, still 
weak, for sanctifying grace does not remove the difficul- 
ties arising from our depraved nature, which are the re- 
sults original sin. 


DEFINITION ORDINARY GRACES.

DIFFERENCE BETWEEN FINAL PERSEVERANCE 
AND CONFIRMATION GRACE. 


Confirmation grace granted none but few 
privileged souls, whereas the gift perseverance given 
all who die the state grace. 

2nd. Confirmation grace usually accompanied 
habitual grace greater intensity and more abundant 
actual graces, which even the most violent temptations, 
make victory easier and sweeter those who are con- 
firmed grace than those who only persevere therein. 

3rd. Confirmation grace preserves from mortal sin, 
whereas this privilege not always granted the gift 
perseverance.

THE NEED AND THE LIMITATIONS 
STANDARD TESTS. 
Sister Berenice, 


seems safe assert that not one the many prob- 
lems, that have been prominent educational discussions 
late years has received more discussion—often heated— 
than the problem Standard Tests. The opinions the 
subject are almost varied the number individuals 
giving expression them. would endless task 
attempt even touch many the expressed views; 
therefore, this paper will confined the exampling, 
general, the views some advocates for and ob- 
jectors the tests, with brief exposition their need. 
All the investigations made have shown school marks 
inaccurate. Here are two oft-quoted examples. One 
tells the fact that some persons favor “Intelligence 
Tests” sent paper English number schools 
graded. The self-same paper was graded anywhere 
from per cent per cent. The other relates that 
test Geometry was given one pupil; then hundred 
copies this test were made and sent many teachers 
Geometry evaluate. The grades ranged from per 
cent per cent. These are only two samples, hundreds 
might given, that the judgment teachers is, fre- 
quntely, not correct standard; even the case such 
exact science Geometry where was quite reason- 
able think uniformity judgment would reached. 
The one most potent conclusion drawn from these 
facts that correct method measuring not gen- 
eral use. one man sells goods one unit and another 
sells the self-same grade goods another unit 
evident the same amount cannot acquired 
two merchants. the same the educational field. 
the work evaluated correctly must meas- 
Measurements” adopt uniform Standards Educa- 
tion there are Standards other measurements. 
Here another fact show the need Standards 
One teacher’s concept bright pupil may not all 
the same that another. has happened that the 
child considered one teacher has been graded 


dull the next teacher. Often too student who re- 
ceived per cent the entrance examination for Col- 
lege has been followed through the course see 
his work continued along that Standard; and has been 
found leading the class. Again has been noted that 
the man who received high per cent his entrance 
examination, through the course received remarkably low 
grades. There was consistency whatever. All which 
proves the un-reliability teachers’ judgment and the 
need well defined Standard. 

Many authorities Education, are strong advocates for 
the need Test. They usually favor the “Intelligence 
Test” which allows for the triple grading—Deficient, 
Average, Superior—acording mental ability, for this 
means the teachers are able satisfactory work. The 
old method keeping all one class—no matter what 
their mental ability—was unfair well unsatisfactory. 
For example, child mentally deficient could never attain 
the Standard required, and, besides, was continual draw- 
back the class. $400,000,000 spent every year “re- 
tarded pupils,” fact that itself sufficient im- 
portance make welcome any means that will lessen 
the number. Proof has been given that the “retardates” 
are often benefited when separated from the other pupils. 
Frequently the deficiency due physical defect which 
now more easily detected under the changed conditions, 
and often found curable. the deficiency due men- 
tal defect, can nothing, true, increase intelli- 
gence, but least, the information has been gained that 
such child cannot take education because lack 
intelligence. Often children who are unable assimilate 
High School education can take training some voca- 
tional course for which they have talent, and thus the 
Test means advising pupils vocationally. The very 
bright pupils also meed the Tests, for they are dis- 
covered, means them, quite above the average 
they are allowed work the full extent their 
capacity without any retardation for the sake children 
mentally inferior them. one school New York 
some these children have done four years work one 
being grouped together. 

strong argument brought forward for the Tests 
this: the business teachers “appraise intelli- 
gently” order give the proper kind work pupils. 
The true, final, just and adequate appraisement rates higher 
the strength, originality, fitness, etc., pupil than the 
excellence memory work alone. Now the experienced 
psychologists think they can approve intelligently 
“Intelligence Tests” why not give the Tests fair 
These men not say these Tests are perfect, but 
they are striving hard for the solution the difficulties 
known therefore why not grateful them. 
Again those favor them say they show the intelli- 
gence the pupil; because the stand low, and the 
latitude broad, that children get under something 
wrong. 

The third reason favor the Tests that they offer 
universal Standard. may not perfect, any more 
than 39.37 inches true metre, but all Educators 
measure the same unit certainly more scientific 
and too, more likely correct Standard, because 
these Tests personal judgments not enter. 


the Tests form the basis for promotions. 

Some say the “Intelligence Tests” are too much 
standard endurance and speed. For example the 
“Army Intelligence Test” number really able men 
have been quite inferior, their average, men far be- 
low them intelligence. Naturally the reason for this 
asked. One answer that one man naturally quick 
and “snappy” seize new idea, soon forgets the pre- 
vious question; while the other deliberate thinker 
and cannot turn his mind quickly another direction. 

Another objection that the Tests not allow for 
race difference and for temperament. For example Slav 
reflective temperament four equal nervous 
temperament five. 

One can never certain child making anywhere 
near 100 per cent efficiency. This especially true 
case the child does not want take the Test, and 
does poorly first, useless expect any correct 
result. Some have asserted—notably Dr. Thomas Edward 
Shields—that minds lie dormant for years and that 
can never sure the subject normal condition. 
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Another objection that Tests are another step toward 
‘the “laboratory method.” This class objectors argue 
one must have some intercourse with the person and 
have sympathetic feeling toward him, etc., even form 
right judgment his physical How much more 
then this true mental test. 

One danger the use the Tests that the examiner 
likely become too material. Again, Tests are not 
the “cure all” some claim them be. They are reality 
tests examination general intelligence, tests opera- 
tion, tests try measure one’s powers, and, pre- 
eminently, they are language tests. All which 
fact novel method examination new way 
trying solve the old problem. far back 1680 
St. John Baptiste Salle began his system grad- 
ing—by which meant placing the pupils substantial- 
the same attainments groups— for though grading 
had been practiced some extent before this had never 
been developed into system. Salle his system 
founded the Elementary School. 

All agree that the Standard Tests are still crude 
form—this mainly because the movement new and 
they have not yet had the necessary time “check up” 
results—and the opinion many the Tests for Arith- 
metic are the only ones that are accurate and give fairly 
satisfactory results. 

number teachers—unconvinced the fond 
delusions some the field—continue look 
examinations—“Standard Tests” included “necessary 
evils” and think that more attention should paid 
the every day work the child than any form Test. 


ASTRONOMICAL SCIENCE AND THE 
PROBLEM SPACE.

one that has acquired even elementary knowl- 

edge the laws which govern the celestial phe- 
nomena must deeply impressed with the evidences 
mysterious power and sublimity which the science opens 
the clear thinking observer. 

such one advances knowledge respecting the tre- 
mendous time and space relations meets every side, 
learns how limited are the resources the human mind 
when compared with the mighty task tracing the orderly 

-course the innumerable stars scattered throughout 
space. When attempts compass that task his whole 
seized with feelings not unlike those which must 
“have thrilled our primal parents while yet they were 
the full enjoyment their surpassing mental and spiritual 
powers, when they walked with God day under the 
bowers Eden, gazed aloft night upon 
vaulted Star-lit heavens and beheld that countless 
-congeries other worlds the glorious marks their 
boundless Omnipotence and Love. 

other field scientific study can afford the earnest 
~minded scientist more inspiring motives more inviting 
opportunities for the exercise his intellectual and sprit- 
ual powers than does this science. other affords more 
abundant material for kindling the imagination, and in- 
attitude the will harmonizing with the finer 
instincts and emotions man’s better nature. other 
more conducive the development the naturally 
sentiments reverence and love for the Creator; 
other more suggestive human weakness and 
~modest diffidence the assertion man’s power. 
-other, truth, more favorable the nurture that 
scientific spirit which marks the true man science and 
-determines the final value for himself and his fellow man. 

Excellent the subject matter Astronomy for in- 
the nobler thoughts and arousing the purer emo- 
tions, the fruitful results mentioned above can attained 
the student who keeps steadily view the lim- 
ited range man’s visual power even when reinforced 
“by the most accurately constructed telescopic and photo- 
metric instruments, and who every stage his inves- 
tigations steers clear those idle speculations and con- 
jectures regarding time and space relations which the 
subject matter easily lends itself. 

One who confines his the genuine principles 
and the accredited facts the science will find therein 
more intellectual satisfaction, surprise and joy, chastened 
with wholesome reflection, than could ever hope 
the highly picturesque yet deceptive 
accounts which some popular astronomers give such 


imposing unrealities the infinite extent the universe 
and the endless reach the worlds and systems worlds 
eternally moving the depths infinite space. 

The claim scientific thinking which usually ad- 
vanced these rhetorical-minded scientists may seem in- 
viting the student yet not wholly prepared discern 
the true nature the problem space. The worth 
that claim, however, not determined the ap- 
pearance the truth stimulates, but the recognized 
principles astronomical science backed sound philo- 
sophic reasoning. Astronomical science not mini- 
mize the value the constructive imagination help 
the apprehension, for example, the enormous dis- 
tances between our planetary system and the clustered 
nebulae and mighty suns that lie the unmeasured 
bounds stellar space. 

Thus are asked form some idea the star Alpha 
Centauri, 24,750,000,000,000 miles from our earth, and that 
the fourth nearest it, Sirius, which nearly twice 
that distance away. Imagination staggered the 
thought distances million fold than these; 
distances which are computed the astronomer and set 
down real numerical relations obtaining between the 
stars nearer our planatary system and those that are found 
far outlying stellar space. Since the physical means 
and the calculating powers the astronomer are neces- 
sarily limited the study the distances, movements, 
size and other phenomena the celestial bodies, and 
the expression concrete terms these and the cor- 
related facts supplied him through the labors the mathe- 
matician, plainly fair conclude that such terms 
infinite space and infinite distance cannot accepted 
literal sense when they are applied the phenomena 
just mentioned. That there scientific warrant for 
the use such language, save figurative sense, may 
seen referring the subject-matter the science, 
and the representative authorities the field prac- 
tical well theoretical astronomy. 

They therefore assume with good reason that these 
conditions are not the creations the observer, but ob- 
jectively real facts perceived the intelligence and recog- 
nized evidences the reality limited space.

The terms “infinite” and infinitesimal” employed 
the physicist and the mathematician not connote the 
actual existence infinitely extended matter in- 
finite space. They are commonly used express the 
possible increase decrease the numerical factors 
which enter into the problem solved when such 
factors are stripped their concrete relations the given 
problem, and are regarded expression for numerical 
values which can increased decreased indefinitely 
without reaching either infinitely great infinitely 
small quantity. 

The geometrical idea space the relation exten- 
sion between real bodies. there can such relation 
imaginary limitless space, real bodies can exist there- 
in. For the same reason there can real extension 
limitless space; and when the mathematician speaks 
the infinite extension the celestial systems, 
using the term analogically, not the positive sense 
the idea expressed the term infinite, when rigidly de- 
fined. insist, however, that the term fitly applies 
the actual physical order the siderial and planetary 
systems; then, the interests scientific truth, ought 
prove that the relation the variable its function 
when the variable supposed reach its maximum limit, 
actually obtains the known physical order the uni- 
verse. other words, should prove that the theory 
limits which presupposes order mathematical re- 
lations quite independent and essentially different from 
nature from those relations which obtain the sensible 
order matter known exist time and space, based 
the assumption that the universe know it, 
actually infinite.

The called higher mathematics, then, embody real 
and definite implications which are common the cor- 
related sciences Geometry, Algebra, and Arithmetic, and 
are theoretically and practically determined the science 
logic. The astronomer who thinks that the calculus 
proves that space infinite, that the congeries sy- 
tem that make our universe are infinitely extended will 
find logical warrant for such belief the principles 
the methods the higher mathematics, unless indeed 
interpret the operations and scope the calculus 
the light his exaggerated fancies, distorted assump- 
tions that seem him consistent with the science, but are 
reality contradictory its principles and aims.

come ideas possible imaginary space. Here 
then have two aspects under which body may 
viewed. Keeping mind that are going use real 
space itself, and not imaginary space, know 
that the conception real space mentally derivable 
from the existence actual things. 

some importance note here the reality space 
and extension upon which have insisted, provides the 
actual existence matter space. 

rational answer the question, space illimitable? 
cannot given, unless proving the grounds the real- 
itv space and extension whether viewed concretely 
abstractly. 

Some astronomers. however, attempt the task proving 
that space infinite. Richard Proctor, for instance, 
asserts rather dogmatically ,“We know that space must 
further adds: “If the regions amidst which the stare 
and nebulae are scattered inconceivable profusion 
limited, beyond lies all sides vast void, in- 
stead, there material bounds enclosing the universe 
worlds every hand, vet here are the limits void and 
bound?” this passage, our scientist commits himself 
the notion that bevond the regions the stars and 
nebulae known there are illimitable worlds and sys- 
tems worlds, since there can material limits 
the void rbound that there otherwise would be. Now 
the fact that cannot mark off “void bound” con- 
crete units distance affords evidence that space 
infinite: besides the question issue not, what 
are limits void bound? but rather are there any limits 


thereto all? 

Our inability to answer the “where” in concrete terms of distance 
argues nothing. Therefore, in defense of the main issue at stake which 
is that matter, which is limited fills the finiteness or the infinitude of 
space. Proctor’s view of the question, is at bottom of a challenge to 
the philosophical principles and the logical reasoning which are in- 
trinsic to all the sciences, and are always carefully applied by right 
thinking scientists to the problem they have in hand. 

That doctrine concerning the nature of space does not threaten the 
genuine principles concerning space, which is that outside of the 
bounds which separate material things from nothing, there is still an 
imaginary space or the imagined relation of place between material 
bodies. The socalled vacant space is another expression for the 
imaginary capacity of space when the latter is regarded as the logical, 
and not as the real entity. Now we assert that this imaginary expanse 
is nothing really existing out of the mind; we merely conceive a pos- 
sible absence of material substance. 

That space is really finite comes from the material world or worlds, 
since being necessarily finite things they are necessarily related to the 
category of finite substances. Such expressions as “‘the infinite space”’ 
can have no meaning when applied to the universe of matter; actually 
limited as we have just seen, they must be a secondary and conven- 
tional use of such terms in connection in the discussion of physical 
phenomena. 

Bearing these facts in mind, we may still pursue our study of the 
seemingly infinite depths of stellar space without abating in the least 
degree the ardor of the mind to learn yet more of the amazing secrets 
that science may bring to light, or losing aught of the absorbing in- 
terest which all free-minded observers and students of astronomical 
science manifest in the magnificent results it has already achieved.
